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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 6, 7, 9-18, 22-26, 101-103 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The independent claim, as 
amendment, defines upturned portions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 9-18, 22-26, 101-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 is misdescriptive 
because the end caps do not "encapsulate both of said two upwardly turned portions". 
The end caps may be said to encapsulate adjacent ends of the upwardly turned 
portions but only if the upwardly turned portions have ends separated by flat portions 
that are encapsulated by the end caps. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. - 

Claims 1, 22, as presented, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mikesell. Mikesell is cited showing a tray or shelf having two upwardly 
turned portions and two end caps closing the ends of the shelf. 

Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 1, 6, 7, 9-18, 22-26, 101-103, as presented, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schilling in view of Hart and Potchen. Shilling 
is cited showing a shelf 1 5 with sides encapsulated by end caps 36, 37 or 30-32 having 
a channel 21 sealed to the edges of the shelf. Schilling fails to show a shelf with curved 
ends or to disclose a glass shelf with parts coated with a polyester material. Generally 
the shape of an element is considered an obvious matter of design choice. Here Hart is 
cited showing that shelves with curved ends are known in the art. The width and angle 
of the curved ends is also a matter of shape well within the ability of one versed in the 
art. The selection of a well-known material based on its suitability for the intended use is 
considered an obvious matter of design choice. Here we have Potchen teaches that a 
platform or shelf 2 can be made of glass, col. 2 line 46. As for providing a coating on the 
glass surface, Gilliam et al teaches the well-known coating of glass with polyesters to 
improve impact resistance. Since the references are from the same field of endeavor 
the shape and materials disclosed by Hart Gilliam and Potchen would have been 
obvious in the pertinent art of Schilling at the time of the invention it would have been 
obvious for one having an ordinary skill in the art to have modified Schilling by curving 
the ends of the shelf in view of Hart and by using polyester coated glass for the shelf in 
view of Gilliam and the teaching of Potchen. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
